The demands for this additional time and 
capital, in the face of prolonged disappointment and heavy loss, amounting on the 
average to 460/. per month during the last two years from Passagem alone is seri- 
ously depressing, and although it is probable that much improvement might be 
effected in the treatment of the ore (as set out in the report of Mr. Wendeborn, 
dated July 16, 1872) so thit it would be wrong to say the enterprise is without 
hope, the committee take the responsibility of advising no attempt to raise further 
capital for the present compiny. It seems almost inevitable that the undertaking 
should be wound-up, and if any large section of the proprietors should be disposed 
to take part in the formation of a new enterprise on a s:naller basis, and with re 
duced expenses, they could communicate with the liquidators, and perhaps some 
steps might be adopted to accomplish that purpose. The works at Pitangui have 
ilready been stopped, and no expenses are being incurred there but such as are 
necessary for the protection of the property. Steps hive also been taken to lessen 
future liabilities, as firas possible, at Passagem, and in view of the possibility of 
the works there havingjto be stopped the employees have been served with the 
requisite notices to terminute their engigements 

The CHAtRMAN said that proibly some member of the committee would shortly 
wldress the meeting; but, in the meantime, he was infurmed by the solicitor that 
it would be necessary to eull another meeting within not less than a fortnight, to 
confirm any resolution passed at this meeting. The present discussion, therefore, 
would be simply preliminary, and any resolutioncometo would haveto be contirmed. 

Mr. Buiyru (solicitor) explained that any resolution passed to day would require 
confirmation, owing to the wording of the notice not being in the exact form re- 
quived by the Act. 

The CHAIRMAN went on to say that, in order to put the subject properly before 
the meeting, he would move that the committee's report be received and adopted. 

Mr. ArreriL., a member of the committee, seconded the resolution. He said that 
the committee had met 01 several occasions, and gone carefully through the finan- 
cia position of the compiny, andthe cost of the working during the nine years that 
they had had this unfortunate property; and he might state that, during that 
period they had expended the whole capital ot 100,000/., and, in addition thereto, 
thout 96,000/. received from the mine; sothat in nine years just upon 200,000/. had 
been squandered away, and he certainly could not hold out to the shareholders any 
hope that they would derive any benefit from continuing the mines at the present 
time. The losses sustained had amounted to something like 500/. per month. 
He believed that if the mine were in the hands of two or three persons, who could 
have supervision over it, they could make a living out of it; but as to a company, 
with its direction in London, carrying on the mine profitably, it was simply im- 
possible; and he, therefore, recommended that the company should be wound-up. 
He went on to condemn in very strong terms the past management of the company, 
and the conduct of some of the directors, and said he had heard that the directors 
had allowed themselves to be dictated to by Mr. Haymen, the late Chairman. 

Mr. Wy pr, a late director, denied that such was the ease. 

Mr, T, G. TAYLOR supported the winding-up of the company, and also spoke in 
terms of the very strongest condemnation of the past management of the com- 
pany. He agreed with Mr. Attr-il that the wisest course to pursue was to wind up 
the company, which he considered had been neither more nor less than a swindle. 

The CHAIRMAN, passing over the personal remarks, said that himself aud General 
Dowling (the only two remaining directors) had worked hard for the company, 
and had lost a large sum of money by it. He referred to the difficulty of manag- 
ing a property at such a distance, and said he should certainly never again join a 
mining company unless the property was situated where he could visit and inspect 
it. He expressed his hope that, as far as regarded the Pitangui Mine, some effort 
would be made to develope it, inasmuch asmany persons thought—and there were 
grounds for thinking—that there was much valuable ore in that mine. Therefore, 
perhaps, it would be advisable to pass the resolution for winding-up, which would 
only be valid when confirmed, and in the meantime the sharehelders generally 
could be communicated with, with the view of seeing if they were willing to raise 
more capital. ae. 

Gen. DowL1x@ also defended his own conduct as a director, and emphatically 
denied that he had been “dictated” to by Mr. Haymen, although he had acquiesced 
to a considerable extent in that gentleman's opinion, thinking it possible he knew 
more of business than himself. 

discussion ensued, in the course of which several points in the past manage 
ment were sharply criti , and there seemed a disposition on the part of some 
of the shareholders to attempt to raise further capital to more thoroughly develope 
the Pitangui Mine.

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THE WELSH IRONWORKS COMPANY. 
An ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held, on Thura- 
day, at the London-Tavern,—The Earl of Drvon in the chair, 
The notice calling the meeting was read by Mr. J. W. MarsuaLn 
(secretary), and the report of the directors was taken as read. 
The CuarrMAN said that before he proceeded to make any motion, 
or submit any observations having more immediate reference to this 
report, perhaps he might as well clearaway any doubt which might 
have arisen in the mind of any gentleman from the fact that his 
friend, Mr. Dyer, and himself were the only directors present, by 
explaining the reasons which led to the withdrawal of the three 
gentlemen whose secession from the board was mentioned in the 
last paragraph in the report. From letters which had been received 
from some of the shareholders, he believed there was some misapprehension as to 
the reasons which led to the pri sent decrease in the board of directors, and he 
would, therefore, expliin the reasons why the three gentlemen he had referred to 
had retired—Mr. Page, Mr. Robinson, and Lord Ruthven. He might at once dis- 
tinctly state that the retirement in each case had arisen from circumstances en- 
tirely unconnected with the position and prospects of the company. The with- 
drawal of Mr. Page, a civil engineer of eminence, was entirely owing to private 
circumstances, into which he would not now enter; but to show that it did not 
arise from any dissatisfaction with the working of the company, or any indisposi- 
| tion to concur (if circumstances had permitted) with the directors, he might men- 
tion that Mr. Page would be very glad to rejoin the company should an opportu- 
nity present itself. As regarded the secession of Mr. Robinson, he might mention 
that that gent) iuan was a member of a large city firm, having extensive opera- 
tions with South America, which took up a great deal of his time, and feeling that 
he could not conscientiously devote that time to the affairs of the company which 
the magnitude of its interests demanded, he also had felt it his duty to retire 
from the board. The third gentleman, Lord Ruthven, had engagements else- 
where, and on that account retired, He was anxious to make this explanation, in 
| order to remove any doubt. He wished to state further that it was most desirable 
the board should receive some addition to the present number, which, as he had 
mentioned, consisted only of himselfand Mr. Dyer. Although hedid not consider 
it necessary to have a large board, still he thought that the number of directors 
! shonld not be less than four or five, and that it would be very desirable if the share- 
| holders present to-day felt themselves in a position to elect a director to work with 
the present board; indeed, he would say it was desirable to elect two directors to- 
day were it not that it was exceedingly important that there should be added to 
the board some gentleman connected with the locality in which the works were 
situated ; and if the nomination of one director were left to the existing board, 
every possible exertion would be used to elect a gentleman connected with the dis- 
trict. Heulso wished to say, in order to make things perfectly clear, that he could 
not help thinking that the present meeting would do well to suggest or appoint 
three or four gentlemen in the form of a committee of consultation, who would do 
the favour about once a month to meet the directors at the company’s offices and 
confer with them, and make themselves fully cognizant of what was goingon. He 
trusted, therefore, the shareholders would be able to carry out some such sugges- 
tion. He would now make a few remarks with respect to the report, which had 
been framed with thedesire of giving full information as respected the past adminis- 
tration of the directors and the present position and future prospects of thecompany ; 
but, of course, if there was any further information which the shareholders wished 
for he should be only too happy to give it, provided it could be done without pre- 
judice to the interests of the company. The first point to which he would direct 
attention was as to the steps which, after the issuing of the prospectus, the direo- 
tors considered it necessary to take. A provisional contract had been entered into 
for the purchase of the mine aud works; but before turning that provisional con- 
tract into a final and conclusive one they thought that, in addition to the detailed 
report of Mr. Shepherd, which had already been circulated amongst the share- 
holders, it was desirable to hive a further report from a disinterested man, who 
combined the necessary experience and knowledge. They accordingly selected 
Professor Morris, a member ‘of the Royal Geological Society. That gentleman 
went down and inspected the works and mines, and made a report, which tended 
to confirm the opinion which the directors had already received as to the value of 
the property. ‘The directors also took special care to ascertain that the vendors had 
a perfectly good title to give with the property, and had taken legal opinion, which 
fully established the validity and goodness of the title. Fortified with these the 
directors entered into the contract. The next step of the directors was to select 
roper people for the management of the mines and works, and from amongst a 
arge number of applicants the directors selected a gentleman who seemed to pos- 
sess the requisite qualifications, and who came with very high testimonials, parti- 
cularly one from a firm of the highest eminence in Glasgow, in whose employment 
he had been for a long time. That gentleman was, therefore, selected, and placed 
in charge of the ironworks. The directors had also to consider what was necessary 
te be done in order to put the works in full working order, and realise the antici- 
pations held out in the prospectus. He was bound to say tit the state of the 
works when they passed into the possession of the company showed the necessity 
fora considerably larger expenditure upon the works than was at first anticipated 
in order to make them efiicient for the due development of the property. That 
expenditure was made under the charge of the manager of the works. The state 
of the iron trade, and the dearness of material (especially coal), had in the mean- 
time increased the cost of working to a very considerable degree beyond what 
was at the commencement calculated upon. At the same time the reports sent 
from time to time from the manager of the property were of a highly encouraging 
character, and the anticipations which he held out, after several weeks and months 
experience, were such as to lead the directors to ex pect that they would be able, in 
a great measure, if not entirely, to fulfil the anticipations which had been enter- 
tained, But those anticipations had not, from various causes certainly, been rea- 
lised. As he had stated, the expenditure from time to time considerably exceeded 
what the directors had been led to anticipate it would be. From time to time the 
energetic secretary —Mr. Marshall—went down to the works, and went over the 
accounts withthe manager, and satisfied himself of their correctness. The directors 
had fixed a limit beyondjwhich the manager was not allowed to go without the per- 
mission of the board, but prompt action obliged the manager to depart from the 
rule, and, with the purest motives no doubt, he incurred a larger expenditure than he 
was authorised, although he (the Chairman) was not prepared to say but what the 
company had received considerable value for the money which had been expended. 
No doubt the capital at starting was too small to put the company into proper work- 
ing order, and finding that the capital had not been judiciously applied, although 
the directors had exercised the strictest surveillance as far as they could over the 
manager, and also that the liabilities were becoming serious, the board thought it 
better to make a change in the management. At that time an offer was made hy 
a leading firm in the neighbourhood to take the works, and the directors, lookin 
at the liabilities of the company, and the limited amount of its available capital, 
believed the wisest course they could do was to enter into an arrangement for four 
years, under which the ironworks were leased to the compiny to which he had re- 
ferred. The directors would willingly have asked the assent of the shareholders 
tothe arrangement, but time pressed, and the liabilities of the company also pressed, 
and the directors felt it necessary to take upon themselves the responsibility of en- 
tering into an arrangement which, under all the circumstances, he believed would 
be beneficial to the shareholders. Another thing which rendered it necessary to 
make the arrangement promptly was the great increase in the price of coal and 
materials; and, considering that the arrangements gave this company a certain 
amount of cash to meet its liabilities, the directors thought the best thing to do was 
to make the arrangement for four years. Of course, when the arrangement was 
concluded the staff was reduced to the lowest possible point, and the services of the 
manager were dispensed with. So much with respect to the works. Now, with 
regard to the mines. The directors found that the mines also required a weekly 
expenditure more than, with the money available, it was practicable or safe to con- 
tinuetoincur. They, therefore, thought it betterto make anarrangement—which the 
board also believed to be a good arrangement—under which they parted with the 
mine, and were enabled in doing so to rec.uce considerably the capital of the com- 
piny. Before doing that the directors took an opinion from an eininent counsel, 
which left no doubt upon their minds that they had power to do that which, in the 
interest of the company, they thought it most expedient to do—to dispose of the 
mine. The ore produced from the mine might not, perhaps, be considered as quite 
coming up to the point to which thei¢ anticipations had been raised, inasmuch as 
it was found that a considerable admixture of foreign ore was necessary to blend 
with the ore before iron could be properly made. This led the directors to believe 
that it was in the interests of the company to relieve the shareholders from any fur- 
ther liability. Concurrently with this reduction of liability, and reduction of staff, 
the directors took into consideration whether it would not be desirable to reduce 
the expital of the company, by an arrangement with the vendors of the works and 
the vendors of the mine, and he was happy to say that the board had been enabled 
to reduce the capital by the amount shown in the balance-sheet--from 125,000/. 
down to 62,0007. He thought the policy of this step would commend itself to the 
minds of all the gentlemen present. In the report the directors stated :—*‘ The in- 
come which the company will derive from the agreement entered into for carrying 
on the ironworks, together with the profits arising from the working of the col- 
liery, will, the directors hope, enable them to deal with the a liabilities, 
and make a fair return to the shareholders upon the capital invested. The directors 
feel justified, however, in stating their belief that the income secured from the 
works, and the profits now arising from the colliery, would be sufficient to provide 
for a dividend of 10 per cent. on the present issued capital of the company of 
62,450/., if it were not necessary to meet the existing liabilities out of income. 
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As regarded the existing liabilities, if not disposed of they would have to be _— 
from those sources from which a dividend would otherwise be derived.

Meantime, both makers 
and brokers are operating cautiously until they see how the wages question is 
likely to be adjusted, In the Finished Iron Trade there is great animation, and 
most of the works have their order-Looks in a highly satisfactory state. Rails and 
bar-iron are more enquired after, and the suspension of operations in Wales, owing 
to the great strike, is likely to lead to an access of trade in the North. Iknow one 
gentleman who bought a lot of some thousand tons of rails last year at 7/. per ton, 
and is now realising 12/. per ton for them with ease, thus clearing a profit of 5/, 
per ton. Subsidies are being levied from the ironworkers in this district in sup- 
port of the 2000 members of their Union now on strikein Wales. Many of the 
Welsh ironworkers and colliers have lately come into this district seeking employ- 
ment, and, as trade is so good, they have uniformly Leen successful. Having ones 
got here, it is likely they will remain, seeing that, according to Mr. John Kane, 
wages are 35 to 40 per cent. higher in the North of England than in Wales. 

In the Coal and Coke Trade there are, as usual, complaints of short- 
ness of supplies, and these complaints are likely to be aggravated by the partial 
strike of colliersin Scotland, and the entire stopp.ge of colliery operations in Wales.

The continuation of the demand for pig-iron, coupled with the con- 
tinued inroad on stocks in store, is sugzesting the likelihood that 
before six months have gone consumers will have to compete for the 
production of makers, as stocks will then have been completely 
drained away. Thisisno pleasing prospect for purchasers, however 
happily makers may be circumstanced, with prices at their will. 
There is a good enquiry for ore, and high prices are paid for native 
and good foreign. In the Malleable Iron Market there is great hesi- 
taney on the part of both buyers and sellers, neither of them caring 
about venturing too far forward ; but the present state of the pig- 
iron trade warrants the supposition that prices are far more likely 
to advance than recede,and that there is safety in purchasing at pre- 
sent rates, rather than in waiting fora probable returning fall. Pre- 
sent prices are better held, and if the political horizon keeps clear 
and unclouded buyers will have to purchase at a certain advance. Our 
present work includes plates, bars, sheet, galvanised, hoops; and in 
castings, hollow-ware, pipes, columns, &c. We are also shipping ma- 
chinery to a large extent. 

The shipping Coal Trade, as we noticed last week, is being diverted 
from us, and this week we cin only report shipments to the extent of 11,427 tons, 
against 29,045 tons last year. Nominally, about two-thirds of the colliers have re- 
turned to their work ; but, on the most frivilous pretexts, portions of these two- 
thirds call an idle day, and the pit is abandoned, while engines, overseers, and 
pit headmen are all rely to proceed, and for this kind of conduct the employer 
has no remedy. In truth, just now no employer knows whether to light his fires 
or no, as the men, while leaving the work without a grievance at night meet some 
deputation on the road, who tell them about some grievance, and they have to be 
off next day to talk ic over. Under these circumstances coals are searce, and both 
dross and second class coals are to be further advanced from 1s, to 2s. a ton to- 
morrow. There is something wrong with the ‘Special Rules,” but what it is is 
not precisely stited. Communications have been made on the subject to the 
Government Inspector and the Home Secretary. The men are, undoubtedly, un- 
satisfied and restless, and the demand for fuel is so great that the employers have 
to put up with their freakish conduct. Fe

ProreEssor HULL ON CoLLiers’ SrrrKrs.—A special meeting of 
s Corporation Hall, Sir W. Thomson 
-eting was to hear a lecture by Professor Hull, di- 
rector of the Geological Survey of Ireland, on “ Notes on Recent Views on Si ms of 
Earthquakes,” and on “ Colliers Strikes.” In his remarks on the latter subject the 
Professor said that the present scarcity of coal could be traced to the great demand 
for iron at the close of the Franco-German war. The demands for this metal were 
then so great that, for the first time for a great many years, «ll the stock of pigziron 
in the Glasgow market was bought and carried away. That produced a rise in the 
price of iron, and a corresponding rise in the priceof coal. ‘The eoul proprictors 
were the first to benetit by this rise, but, very naturally, the miners shortly after 
began to demand that their wages should be increased. Their demands, unfortu- 
nately, were too often of an extravagant character—of a character such as the 
masters could not agree to—and a strike was the result. To his mind, too many 
| of these strikes were the result of a want of knowledge of the true principles of po- 
litical economy. If these principles were allowed to have their full and free sway 
he believed disputes would never arise between empleyers and employed. But, un- 
fortunately, it had been industriously cireulated amongst the working classes that 
capital and labour were antagonistic to each other, and consequently when disputes 
arose capital tried to starve labour, and labour tried to crush capital. The interests 
of capital and labour were as closely connected as the interests of husband and wife. 
He was sure that if the proper views of political economy were more fully circulated 
amongst the artizans and mining classes of the country great benetits would arise, 
; and he thought some means should be taken to disseminate among them views of 
political economy from a proper stand point. Professor Hull subsequently «tated 
that by the researches of the Royal Commission it had been ascertained that there 
were inexhaustible quantities of coal—that our supplies were almost illimitable ; 
but he mentioned, as instancing the disastrous effects of strikes, that coal was now 
being purchased by British shipowners in foreign ports. He had heard thatesome 
shipowners in Liverpoo} had made large contracts for coal in the United States. 

CoAL FAMINE IN ULsrer,—At a meeting in Belfast the prelimi- 
nary steps were taken in the formation of a company which is to work the lignite 
coal beds in county Antrim, and lay the fuel down in Belfast at 10s. 61. a ton. Just 
now the imported coal is costing 45s. to 40s, a ton to consumers, and even at that is 
difficult to be had. Thisis another Llow to the Scotch coal trade, the North of 
Ireland being principally supplied from Scotch ports. 

There has been a better demand for the shares of the iron com- 
panies here this week, and they are all improved, Shotts having advanced 3/. on the 
week; Marbella, 12s. 6d. better; Caradon rare, when it was know that they would de- 
clare a dividend of 15 per cent., but closed easier, as wellas Marbella. Tharsis Sul- 
phur and Copper fell during the week, but closed steady. Emmas, which declined

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


Jon, 22.-—-There is no change to be noticed in the state of things 
in this district. The great industry, rail making, is still at a stand- 
still, owing to the dispute between the ironmasters and their men. 
More furnaces have becn blown out during the past week at the 
various works, which every day seem to become more dismal and 
desolate, One cannot, therefore, detine what progress the iron trade 
is making, except from reports which emanate from other districts. 
There is comparatively nothing doing in the iron markets on acteunt 
of this district, and it is quite uncertain when the usual business wiil 
again be done, At some smaller works, where there is no dispute between the 
proprietors and the workers, there is a fair degree ef activity to be noticed. It is 
pretty certain, however, that there is an increasing demand for iron generally, and 
more especially for railway iron, which is the mainstay of the trade of South 
Wales under ordinary circumstances. The general inference is, therefore, that if 
matters were going on as usual the district might be enjoying renewed prosperity, 
because, as a rule, when there is a good enquiry for railway iron there is general 
activity in the district. Probably, although there are no new transactions being 
entered into at present, there are not yet many orders lost to the district, as cus- 
tomers who have been used to have their specifications executed in the district will 
hold over their orders as long as possible. Some contracts could be mentioned 
which are deferred with the hope that there wiil be a settlement between masters 
and men. 

It is almost like hoping against hope, however, to look for an end 
to the calamitous strike, for the breach between employers and workers seems each 
day to be widening, which is the result almost entirely of the estrangement of the 
leading ironmasters. They seem, indeed, latterly to have shut themselves up, 
content to wait until the men are completely forced to subjection by utter starva- 
tion, The men cannot fail to observe this, and it only tends to make them more 
obstinate, and determined to fight the fight which they have commenced to the 
bitter end. Public opinion has also noticed the fact, and there is almost a ery of 
despair going through the district. The masters are appealed to to come forth as 
men of superior intelligence and effect a conciliation, It is not the workers them- 
selves who make this appeal, but men of position and learning, and men disin- 
terested and unprejudiced. Mr. Terrell, one of the district judges of the Count 
Court, has suggested that one or more gentlemen, disinterested and impartial, 
should be allowed by both sides to hear their mutual grievances, and he or they 
might perhaps be able to recommend some course to restore harmony, at least for 
a time, during which interval a general policy might be agreed upon. Mr. Terrell 
offers his services to this end, and has no doubt that two of his brother judges 
would join him. Up tothe time I write, however, I have not heard that his sie 
has been accepted. The ballot has been tried at Dowlais and Blaina, and the 
majority of votes were in favour of resuming work on the reduction, but the num- 
ber who voted is so small compared with the thousands of men on strike, that their 
votes go for very little. Still there is a general opinion that the majority of the 
ironworkers are wishful to resume work if the colliers would. At the Rhymney Iron 
Works about 1000 men have already resumed work. In regard to the Tin-Plate 
Trade there is nothing fresh to report, the works are fairly employed and prices 
are firm, but raw materials are rising in value. 

In the Coal Trade, notwithstanding the great strike, there isa good 
deal of activity. The demand is urgent from all quarters, and the pits unconnected 
with the ironworks are working the fullest time possible, as the proprietors have 
ready customers for the largest quantities they can get out, and prices continue to 
advance. The scarcity of house coal is much felt in the district, and prices are 
likely shortly to reachavery high point. There is no doubt that the colliers connected 
with the ironworks are the most determined in continuing the strike. The struggle 
with them is not so much against the reduction as to uphold the Union. This is 
confessedly the bone of contention. The masters might well, under the present 
state of the trade, forego the reduction, and not lose much; but their object is, un- 
doubtedly, to show the men that they cannot and shall not defy them, with all their 
Union. We must not, however, include a// ironmasters in this matter. Mr. Brog- 
den has publicly acknowledged that he does not agree with the other ironmasters 
in their opposition to the Union, or to the Union leaders, but allows the men to be 
their own judges as to whether they should have their Union or not. He suggeta 
u settlement between the masters and the colliers. He has publicly proposed that 
if the colliers will resume work on the double-shift system instead of the single- 
shift, as at present, he for one, representing a coal and iron works, is prepared to 
pay them at the old rate of wages. This is something like an offer, and it is diffi- 
cult to see that the men can refuse it, and the only question seems to be will the 
other ironmasters agree to it ? . 

The cutting through the immense fall which took place about 
12 months ago at the Blaendare Colliery, Monmouthshire, has been accomplished, 
and the company commemerated the achievement by entertaining the men, about 
60 in number, to a capital dinner. 

A meeting of the Steam Coalowners’ Association has been held at 
Cardiff, at the request of the men, to settle a uniform system of working hours 
under the new Mines Regulation Act. The time worked at each pit at present is 
54 hours per week, but the number of hours worked each day variesat the different 
collieries. Neither the masters nor the representetives of the men seemed prepared 
to decide upon a system, and the meeting was adjourned.

TRADE OF TiiE TYNE AND WEAR. 


Jax. 23.—The Steam Coai trade has been rather dull lately, and 
stocks have accumulated av some of the works in Northumberland, 
and in consequence some of the large steam coal works have been 
laid off some two days per week. The demand for coke, house, and 
all other kinds of coal continues extremely good. The Old Tyne 
Main Colliery has been again got to work, and 50 hewers are now 
employed there; the water kas been drawn up this shaft in large 
tanks, but a new pumping-engine is to be erected at the bottom of 
the shaft to force the water up. This system of pumping water 
has come very much into practice lately, especially when the water 
to be dealt with is moderate in quantity. The water is in some 
instances forced up in this manner by one lift of pumps 130 fathoms, 
The large Cornish engines at Wallsend are nearly completed, and 
pumping operations on a very large scale are expected to be com- 
menced there very shortly. So far as the year has progressed the 
output of coalshas most certainly been considerably reduced, owing 
to the reduction of terms, consequent on the working of the New 
Act, which restricts the labour of boys under 16 years of age to not 
more than 54 hours per week. The usual arrangement made is to 
work five days per week, and ten hours per day, that is the time 
occupied in drawing coals at the shafts, and as the time formerly 
oceupied in the same process was five days and a half per week, or 
eleven days per fortnight, and eleven hours per day, it will be seen 
that the reduction in the output must be enormous until some arrange- 
ment can be made to increase the quantity by increasing the speed 
at which the coals are drawn, or by adding to the number of coal 
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drawing shafts. Inany case the quantity put out cu anot ‘be ‘got Wy 
to the amount got previously without a large additional number of 
hands, and increased number of hands ean, we believe, be got in time. 
Of course in many cases the hours shown above are not strictly ad- 
hered to—that is, coals are drawn after the regular time has been lillec 
up, but the men generally aim at reducing their hours of labour in 
exact proportion to the reduction made in the hours worked by the 
boys and inthe hours worked by the pits. The average wages earned 

by hewers in these counties is, of course, very high, and the hours they 

work are very short indeed when compared with the hours formerly 
worked by the same class of men. In Durham generally two shifts 
of hewers are employed, and the men are about seven hours down 
the pit, which gives them about six hours work at the face. The 
average earnings can hardly be given, but it is not less than 7s. per 
day, In Northumberland it is hi; gher than this, the average being 
not less than 8s. per day.
